1 . DURING CALL ON YUGOSLAV CHARGE SOC MAY 9, DCM 
WAS TOLD THAT YUGOSLAV FONMIN MINIC WOULD BE 
VISITING PARIS FOR TALKS WITH FONMIN JOBERT MAY 28 
THROUGH 30. 

2. WHEN ASKED FOR RUNDOWN ON AGENDA. SOC REPLIED THAT 
AGENDA WAS TO BE DIVIDED INTO TWO PARTS. FIRST, REVIEW 
OF WORLD SITUATION AND, SECOND, BILATERAL PROBLEMS. 

SOC FURTHER EXPLAINED THAT, WHILE ON THE SURFACE 
FRANCO- YUGOSLAV RELATIONS WERE VERY GOOD, THERE REMAINED 
SEVERAL SOMEWHAT SECONDARY ISSUES ON WHICH YUGOSLAVS 
HOPED SOME PROGRESS COULD BE MADE. THESE WERE ( A) BI 
LATERAL TRADE ISSUES; ( B) CULTURAL PROBLEMS WHICH SOC 
EXPLAINED AS STEMMING FROM APPARENT FRENCH RE- 
LUCTANCE TO PUBLISH REASONABLY EQUAL VOLUME SERVO- CROATIAN 
MATERIAL IN FRANCE TO THAT OF FRENCH LANGUAGE MATERIAL 
BEING PUBLISHED IN YUGOSLAVIA; AND ( C) PROBLEMS CONNECTED 
WITH THE PRESENCE OF 80,000 YUGOSLAV WORKERS IN FRANCE, 

MORE PARTICULARLY RELATING TO ATTEMPTS BY YUGOSLAV EMIRE 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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ORGANIZATIONS TO RECRUIT SUPPORTERS FROM AMONG THESE
